The Men's Association of St. Clement's Church was formed 
to serve the Church and the community. Ав this is the first issue 
of our own news sheet we will take the liberty of repeating some 
of the items that have appeared already in St. Clement’s Magazine 
in giving a brief sketch of its history. 


The first meeting was called for December 4th, 1919, and the 
organization was made and officers elected. The first work that 
was undertaken by the Association was to organize a series of 
dances, and the first one was given on December 30th, proving such 
a success that a series of four additional dances was arranged for, 
and so far the Leap Year and Valentine Dance have been held, leav- 
ing the Easter dance and the May Hop to complete the season. The 
Association feels happy to have been able to carry through these 
dances, which have developed such interest among the younger mem- 
bers of the congregation. 


The second outstanding event was the Club Night on February 
16th, which was arranged in the form of a Coffee House, partly to 
have a pleasant evening and bring the men together in better fellow- 
ship and partly to stimulate the idea of progress towards the organi- 
zation of the Coffee House, which it is hoped to establish in the 
neighborhood of the Church. It is considered by all that the evening 
was extremely successful, both in the entertainment and in the 
spirit of friendship that was developed among those who were 
present and the interest in the real Coffee House has been increased 
by the success of the temporary one. 


The latest activity of the Association has been to organize a 
Boys’ Club for the boys and younger men of the Church and the 
neighborhood. This was started on Monday evening, March 22d, 
when the boys were invited to attend the regular meeting and after 
a musical entertainment the organization was effected and the fol- 
lowing young men elected as officers:

The enthusiasm with which all present joined in from the 
young men down to the jolly rascals, who devoured refreshments 
in seemingly unlimited degree, should give this organization a good 
start, and it is hoped may carry it through towards a permanent 
existence. 


The indirect results of the meetings of the Association are prob- 
ably even more noticeable than the recital of the visible accomplish- 
ments would indicate. In trying to serve the Church the best 
method has seemed to be an endeavor to increase the feeling of 
friendship and cordiality between the men who attend, and this has 
been felt not only by the regular attendants, but by strangers as well. 
Few persons would have.ventured the remark a few months ago 
that strangers coming to St. Clement’s Church would remark on 
the warmth of welcome and the evidence of good feeling prevail- 
ing, but such is the case at present and the Men’s Association hopes 
that it has been due to its activities in a large degree.

Jubilee Notes 


IN CONNECTION WITH THE RECTOR’S JUBILEE, this Reso- 
lution was unanimously adopted at the Vestry Meeting last Tuesday after- 
noon and has been spread on the Minutes and Records of the Parish :—"The 
Wardens and Vestrymen of S. Clement’s Church desire to place on record 
their hearty felicitations to their Rector, the Reverend Franklin Joiner, D.D., 
on the completion of Twenty-five years of useful and highly valued service 
to the Parish. These have been fruitful years of blessing and development, 
and their prayer and hope is that he may be granted many more years to 
minister to the people of this Parish and to the Diocese of which he has 
been so faithful a servant. Our sincere regards and affectionate greetings 
go out to him on this notable anniversary.” 

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL has been entirely reorganized this winter. 
The children have been divided into two groups. The smaller children 
meet on the second floor of the Parish House, and are under the direction 
of the Sisters. The older children meet in S. John’s Chapel, and are under 
the direction of the Assistant Priests. The method of teaching for the 
older children will be the well tried Catechism, followed by a homily and 
questions. Adults will be welcomed to this instruction and may sit in the 
rear of the Chapel. The Members of the Mothers’ Union meet in the south 
room of the Parish House at the same time, under the direction of Mrs. 
Frederick Cooper. 

THE CHILDRENS’ MASS begins at 9:15 o'clock, and parents are 
urged to be here with their children for the beginning of the Mass. Hymns 
are sung at this Mass, and the Father Rector gives a short address im- 
mediately after the Creed. At the close of the Mass, before they go into 
their Catechism, the children make a corporate visit to the Shrine of Our 
Lady of Clemency. The Church cannot do its full part in the instruction 
of the children unless we have the full and hearty co-operation of the par- 
ents. We urge parents to come themselves to this Mass at 9:15 each Sun- 
day morning and bring the children with them. The principle of family 
worship in the Church needs to be revived. 

MR. THERON BALL CLEMENT with his family has moved from 
Philadelphia to Pittsburgh, where he is to be permanently established in 
business. For this reason he has resigned from the Vestry. His resigna- 
tion was accepted last Tuesday with great regret and with deep apprecia- 
tion of his valuable services to the Parish both as a Vestryman and as 
Chairman of the Finance Committee. Mr. Frederick Cooper was elected 
to fill out Mr. Clement’s unexpired term on the Vestry. Mr. Henry B. 
Jacobs was elected to fill out the unexpired term of Mr. Dudley T. Corning, 
who resigned from the Vestry at Easter. We give to these two gentlemen 
a most hearty welcome into our “official” family. 

MR. HAROLD G. PILE was appointed Chairman of a new Vestry 
Committee, that of an Ushers’ Committee, with Mr. Booth and Mr. Jacobs 
as the other members. It will be the duty of this Committee to see that at 
least two Ushers are always on service every Sunday morning. 

THE DIOCESAN ALTAR GUILD will have their October meeting 
in the Church House tomorrow afternoon at 2:30 o’clock. All the women 
of the Diocese are invited to attend these monthly meetings and to identify 
themselves with the work of the Altar Guild. 

THE COMMITTEES OF THE CHRISTMAS BAZAAR are asked 
to attend the first business meeting next Friday evening at seven o’clock in 
the Parish House. Miss Hopkins is eager to meet every one who helped 
with the Bazaar last year, and will welcome any others who would like to 
help this year. The Date of the Bazaar is, Thursday, December 6th. 

THE CHOIR WILL GIVE A MUSICALE in the Parish House on 
Thursday evening, October 25th to be followed by a social time. The pro- 
ceeds of this evening’s entertainment will be added to the Bazaar Expense 
Fund. We try to accumulate enough money during the year to cover the 
expenses of the Bazaar so that everything received at the Bazaar is clear 
profit. We now have $201.00 in this Advance Fund and we would like to 
have another hundred dollars.

The structure and harmonies of 
this exceptional piece will contrast sharply with the barrenness of our other XIII century 
example. It appears to be centuries ahead of its period, and not until the time of Dunstable 
and his followers do we find its equal.

CONCERNING THE CONSECRATION 
OF А CHURCH 


Some of you may be wondering, 


and with good 
reason,—"Why celebrate so elaborately on the anniver- 
sary of the consecration of a Church building?” Because, 
from the viewpoint of the Church itself this is the most 
important event in the history of a Church building. A 
near-parallel is this: the baptism of a child in comparison 
with his physical birth. Both of these events are ex- 
tremely important to the child and to his family. The 
baptism makes the child a member of Christ’s Body; be- 
cause of his baptism the child is a candidate for heaven. 
The Church building, unconsecrated, is rather like the un- 
baptized child. It serves a good purpose, but not in the 
ideal way. The consecration, by the Bishop, sets that 
building apart from all secular purposes. The building is 
set apart for the worship of Almighty God and for the 
veneration of the Saints and Angels. As far as stone and 
mortar are capable of possessing character, those that are 
used in the structure of a Church, have the distinctive 
character of “God's House”. It is impossible to unbaptize 
a person, even though he deny the Faith. In spite of his 
rebellion, he still is a member of Christ’s Body. The 
character of Christian, imposed through baptism, is in- 
delible,——it is forever. 


The character of a Church building, imposed at its 
consecration, is not entirely comparable with that of bap- 
tism because the building is passive. It takes what is 
given to it; it can neither agree nor disagree with the 
intentions of its owner or builder. Yet, all of the build- 
ing’s lifelessness notwithstanding, it is regarded by the 
Church as having a high degree of holiness because of 
its consecration. 


Some of the Christian festivals are directly associated 
with the dates of consecrations. For example, September 
29th in no way is associated with any activity of 
S. Michael and his host of Angels. No record has been 
left, to our knowledge, of the dates when S. Michael was 
in touch with S. John; hence the Apocalypse makes no 
hint of year, month or days. But the great Basilica of 
S. Michael on Via Saleria in Rome was consecrated on 
September 29th, and for this reason the festival is in- 
cluded in most of the kalendars of western Christendom, 
including that of our Prayer Book. 


Our House of Holy Clement was made a truly Chris- 
tian House, a place set aside for Catholic worship on 
Tuesday, April 12, 1864. After one hundred years of 
worship, in earlier days often punctuated with sudden 
blasts of episcopal persecution, its holiness has taken on 
the attribute of venerableness. We of S. Clement’s now

look forward to the decades that lie between 1964 and 
2064, and we try to imagine the beauty of the noble and 
majestic S. Clement's Church when the Christian com- 
munity of that day celebrates the Parish's two hundredth 
anniversary. For all that has come to S. Clement's in its 
first century we say “Thank you, dear God, thank you."

ABOUT THE PLAY 


"The Trials of S. Clement's Parish" is the sixth and 
final event in our parish's Bicentennial Cultural 
Series which began in January of this year. 


As part of our celebration for our patronal feast, 

S. Clement's Day, the men of the parish are re-creat- 
ing portions of the famed "Ritual Trials" of the 
1870's as narrated from the reminiscences of the 
Reverend Erskine Wright. It was during this period 
that the clergy of S. Clement's were under fire both 
from the Vestry and the Diocese for their "ritual 
rascality". Despite two extended and well publicized 
trials, the Anglo-Catholic traditions of the parish 
survived. Іп fact, S. Clement's and other eastern 
American Anglo-Catholic parishes continued to thrive 
and have a significant influence upon the Episcopal 
Church in America. 


Thus, in this Bicentennial year, S. Clement's salutes 
our nation's 200 years of political freedom and our 
own parish's 100 years of religious freedom. 


"The Trials" was written by several members of the 
parish based on documents and records published at 
the time. Тһе narration represents the recollections 
of a former parishioner who served as curate for 
three years before becoming the Rector of Christ 


Church, Danville, Pennsylvania in 1899. Тһе Reverend ` 


Erskine Wright grew up in the parish in the later 
part of the nineteenth century and can recall the 
"golden age" of the Cowleys as well as the events and 
times of the early twentieth century at S. Clement's.
